The greater part of the Gardens being rather ornamental than other-, 
wise, not much in tho way of an income can be expected from them. How¬ 
ever, the Gardens at present look somewhat more promising than was the 
ease tt year ago; and it is hoped that an improvement m the outturn of vege¬ 
tables will, to some extent, retrieve their reputation.

Ofcour.se, this loss is more apparent 
than real, as, instead of being sold to private purchasers, the wood is 
consumed by the pumping engines. 

The number of dead trees in the Municipal forests may be said to have 
been exhausted long since. The requirements lor the .Engines are now met 
irom standing timber, and the late at which the forests are being denuded 
may be easily conceived, when it is known that the average consumption 
of fuel is about 150 Mounds, daily. The date by which this denudation 
oi forests must cease, from mere exhiustion, cumofc be very remote; and 
then t lie question of the wafcer-aupp'y, as a route 1 by denuded and sun- 
scorched hill-sides, must he faced.

Deducting (lie loans from Government of Kb, 2,60,000, and of Ks, 
20,000 in J 598-9 i, and 1884-95 respectively, on account of tin* Water Work- 
and Sewage Schemes, we have Its. 89,159-1-1 expended in the latter year, as 
against Its. G2,891-e>-i in the former; or, an excess of Us. 26,261-8-9 This 
excess is made up of expenditure on the Runs! sewage filter-beds, clearing off 
the balance of Sewage and Water Works loan, and to the repayment, during 
the year under report, of both instalments of the “repayment of loan.” 

The Treasury Officer has furnished a certificate showing Us 
17,181-1 4-1 to the ci edit of the Municipality. Of this amount, however, 
Its 1,757-1-2 belongs to the account of the Assembly Rooms, and the 
balance ol Its. 15,721-12-11 belongs to the Municipality 

The amount noted above as belonging to the Assembly Poo n« 
should, undet (j! O No. 2215, dated 22nd July, 1893, be excliuhd from the 
account. 

The Municipality was established on the 3id October, 18,5') Tt is 
administered under Act XV of 1878, by a Commit lee composed of time 
Er-of}U io, and sewn nominated members, of whom live aie Officials, and 
live Non-Officials; seven Europeans, and three Natives. The IhpuiyCom 
missionei and the Assistant Commissioner ol Naim Tal are, Er~(>/ft< io, Pro 
sident and Vice President of the Committee. Eh von Goncial, and N \ 
Special Meetings were held during (lie year. The average attendance of 
mem hers at M eel in gs was Six. Mr. Panyard losignod his seal at the Board, 
and Mr. J. 11. Runic was, in November 1891, appointed in MapLi.ee. 

The Vaccination Act is in operation, and one Vaccinator is employed by 
the Committee, the Vaccination statistics for the year have been received 
from tlie Civil burgeon of Naini Tal, and are, appended to the Report, as 
Appendix, B. 

The health of the Settlement throughout the year was good. 

The statistics of births and deaths furnished by the Police are given in 
flic prescribed return. According to this the birth rate is 12-81, and the 
death rate 1G-92 per milk. The Municipal Secretary has kept up Birth and 
Death registers, from information acquired by the Conservancy Staff,

The Water Supply Extension system is generally admitted to need 
remodelling on broader lines. The Engines have not been working 
h-iti -f.iotorily during the year. Thcpmnpsh.no pro\ed .to be both imre- 
liablo, and inellb'ieut in a wav admitting of little doubt. One of the 
two pumps at the most crilica! time, and whin most required, broke 
down, The chamber <to\eloped serious cracks and a new one has had 
to be ordered irom the liurki Foundry. The remaining pump has had 
to do double work. Had Ibis also broken down, our Sower works, would 
haw had to be closed from want of water. The «, Water Works Engine, 
boil-rs lmve been {cited by Mr. Cash, as d hoc led in G. U, No, 
dated H1 isfi October 180,'b and his report is herewith appended. 

The Sewage Works have given satisfaction, [and no trouble lias 
/ at tended their operations, 

i he Eurm sewage filter beds were completed during the past 
winter, and have boon working fairly well, for the purpose for which 
they were designed, A long spur of shale gravel lias been made into 
terraces, and it is the intention of the Sanitary Engineer to Government 
that they shall receive the diluted sewage from the pipes, each terrace 
being used, in its turn, until the surface of the entire area )m been, more 
o* te* 58 saturated with the sewage deposits, and the soil, thus enriched, adap¬ 
ted to bear crops. 1

In continuation ol my letter Mo. a 40 ~ dated 29l.li. April 1895 I have 
the honor to forward Mr. Cash’s report on the Water Works machinery, and 
to make the following remarks. 

2 . It was agreed at a Municipal meeting hold last year, that a meter 
should be iixod to the main to show the actual amount pumped each day. 
This 1 hoped would have been iixod before the commencement of the pre¬ 
sent working season. 1 would suggest that a meter be ordered at oneo, and 
fixed at the earliest possible opportunity. 

8 . I examined the pistons and rings with Mr, Cash, and agree with 
him that the existing ones are inferior and likely to cause a great waMo 
of steam. I would recommend the adoption of the Mather and Platts type: 
it is probably procurable from one of the Calcutta firms. 

A, The tools mentioned by Mr Cash are certainly required, to 
enable Mr, Carr to carry out minor repairs, and should, in my opinion, 
be purchased lit onoo. 

5 The whole plant is evidently too weak for the work required, especially 
since the construction of the high—level pump line on Ayarpatla, and will 
have to be replaced by better machinery very shortly. I am now in corres¬ 
pondence with Messrs. Simpson and Co, with regard to the cost of more 
powerful machinery, to be driven by compressed air, the motive power be¬ 
ing water from the lake. This would obviate the necessity for fuel, and 
save the Municipality a large annual expenditure on this account. To 
enable me to work out the amount the Municipality could afford to pay for 
new machinery if the consumption of fuel is stopped, 1 shall be obliged 
if you will furnish me with the following information, [l j The quantity 
and cost of fuel for each month since the engine was started, [2] The cost 
of engine-house establishment. [3] The approximate quantity of water 
pumped into each reservoir, each month.

Having been called on to <ncdiaul the Engines and pumps, and 
make inspection o( Boiler*, I brg to sl.de 1 Rave made ft carelal inspection 
ol the above woi ks, which has urn bled me to give you the^ follow mg 
rept a (:— 

The pumps 1 loiind forking veiyunsafe l.ictorily, one pump taking ft 
full stroke the other about an S" sholte. 

1 have made an alteration on the exluud steam pi]>e, increasing the 
pipe from L" tu 2". 

Ibis lias iehexed the hack pressure on the steam valves, and I find 
the engine's work more regular!), c.u It taking an equal stroke. 

I have also taken out the pistons, and re-set the springs In my opinion 

a better piston for these Engines would hi 1 the “.Mather ami Platt” piston 
typo. 

The pump plungers 1 lum had fitted with new leathers, the gun 
metal valves and heatings taken out, and ground in, so as to prevent 
leakage. 

The pump barrels have bum minced from 5j"to 4.1". This was clone 
to enable the pumps to pump into the wrought iron tank, on Ayarpatlu 
lull. In my opinion a wafer-mob r should be fixed on the rising main, near 
to the Engine-house to enable the mm meharge to know the actual work 
done by the pump, each day. 

At the picMi.it turn, no u cold Is kept. In my opinion, the steam pipes 
should he increased to 2. 1 ," at present they are I }/', and are much too small. 
'Jhe pipes should lie covered with Leioy composition, or some other non 
cumhutoi, to prevent urination of heat. 

Ihe boilers 1 have examined and found in very good condition, 
they were very dirty. 1 wusin formed by thochiverin charge that they were 
denned out once a mouth ; in my opinion the boilers should be cleaned 
mice a i\ eek. 


I ln\e had both boilers cleaned before examining them, and there was 
a ver) thick incrustation lormed in them. 

The above, boilers can he safely vvoikod to 100 lbs per square inch, 
fit) Ills { er square inch is only requiied when pumping into the Service 
reservoir (near ClnrkN Hotel), 90 lbs. per square inch when pumping’into 
wrought droll tank on the Ayarpnita' liill. 

1 brought a mis try from Ilutares, to assist me with the repairs. I found 
it very difficult to do any repairs here, as there pro no tools on the Works, 
A portable forgo, ah anvil, a, grinding—-slope, a small treadle lathe, pipe 
tongs do. are veiy much required. A small donkey pump for thefioilwn 
should he Jived, as the present, feed-water arrangement is npt reliable. 
Better supervision on part of the driver in charge, and m ore attention to 
cleanliness, as the Engiue-himiitods in a Veiy dirty state,

The contract for slaughtering animals, in¬ 
cluding a balance of Its. 645 of the -.previous year, amounted to Rs. 5,5.96. 
Of this sum (including the. outstanding balance of the previous year) only 
Its. 4,709. was recovered, leaving a balance of Us. 887 which has since been 
realized. 

3. II Taxes, on houses, buildings and land .—Unlike the preceding 

year there is an increase of Its. 3087-1-11 in taxation in the station and the

T think a more strict enforcement of the bye-laws in respect to sanitalion 
would have bad an excellent result. The attention of (lie President ha 
had to be directed to manifest dereliction of duly on the part of the super 
vising staff, and he was at last ordered to aportiou the municipality 
among the officers* at bead quarters with ike view to assist in the sanitary 
rules being attended to, 

10. Last season the police had instruction to prosecute equestrians 
for furious riding and if would be well if this order were revived. It in u 
very dangerous amusement and unless stopped there will be some serious 
accident. 

11. XII Miscellaneous,— The, total income fell from Rk. 2,742-10-1 
in 1893-91 to Its. 2,35.1-2-3 in the year under report; arid the decrease is 
under the minor bond u sale proceeds of firewood ” which amounted to lbs. 

75 only, against -Rs. 874-1-0 in the previous year. 

12. I have received two petitions signed by several people com plain¬ 
ing of the rate and the description of wood being sold by the. Forest De¬ 
partment at; the depots. Those I forwarded to the OmiMWvator of Forests 
for report and was glad to find from his reply {.hat there was not much, 
cause for Complaints. 

13- There is no doubt that the fuel preserves in the neighbourhood 
of the settlement are diminishing and If we am to conserve the fomits, wood ^ 
for fed must be brought from a distance, .in the district forests 1 am in- j 
formed that large quantities of wood are rotting. This eapnofe be utilised j 
until the prosen b monopoly created by the Foro-t Department ceases. From."" tf 
the Conservator’s reply it would appear that the present arrangement wilt 
cease very shortly. The remarks of the President on the subject of denu¬ 
dation are very much to the point and deserve consideration. 

It was proposed to obtain coal for the Rugbies. But having hoard 
nothing further in the mutter, I presume the cost wits prohibitive. 
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14, A recent proposal emanating from the Government to place all 
the forests within municipal limits under the Forest Department control has 
been negatived by the Committee and there the matter stands 


The planting up of the bare slopes of Sher-ka-danda has been 
handed over to the Forest Department. Neglect in the past by the Muni-V- 
cipal Committee has necessitated this being clone under the orders of the 
Government;, 


15. Should the Sanitary Engineer’s scheme of pumping water to a 
higher level by means of machinery driven by compressed ah*, the motive 
power being water from the Lake, prove, on further examination, possible, 
the difficulty with regard to fuel for the engines now worked by steam 
would be overcome. But it is questionable whether the existing pipes 
will be capable of resisting the extra strain thrown on them, and their 
renewal will entail a large initial outlay. 




16. XUl Extraordinary .—The total receipts during the year were 
IK 38,797-15-2, which includes the second loan from Government of 
11,8. 20,000 to enable the Committee to effect a Settlement of its debt on 
account ot the sewage and water works 

Excluding the Rs. 20,000 the actual receipts were Rs. 18,797-15-2 
against Rs. 7,786-15-9 of the previous year, due to the sale of one of the 
throe blocks of the new coolie lines to Government for the use of the chap* 
raffs attached to the Secretariat Office, and to Rs. 4,000 in part payment 
from Government for improving the flat and for the diversion of the cart* 
road above Malli Tal, 


EXPENDITURE, 

17. The variations under heads l and II have been explained and 
call lor no remark. 

18. Ill Public Works .—The expenditure under this head exceeded 
the estimate by R§, 37,312-6-0, due 

(I) to the construction of the sewage filter beds at Ttunsi, 

(II) to woi ks a detail of which is given in Form R, and 

(If I) on account of the capital account in connection with the water 
f works extension. 

A sum of Rs. 6,578 was expended on original works of which Re* 
4,884 wore on account of cowsheds at the upper and lower bazars. 

On repairs Rs. 9,597 was expended and that this sum has proved 
inadequate for the road maintenance is very evident from theik condRibn. 
Aa regards wooden railings, ‘ these disappear with the exodus of wMitors 
and officials, being -used for firewood. I agree with the President that 
some other type of failing which will not he turned to the above use should 
be put up. Barbed wire has been used in places and its adaption through¬ 
out the settlement might he tried. Ironfalls Will bn far too expensive T 
fear.

Con adoring the dangerous condition of ui mv 
of the roads, wholly unprotected by railings, where darkness is made visible 
(even where there happens to be neither min nor frost) by out hanging 
trees, I think the Committee may well consider the propriety of ■.pi ndmg a 
little more on this account. The outlay is not much more than I hat which a 
3rd elaaB municipality in the plains devotes annually to this object. If' too 
there is a prospect of the moon blinding its fitful rays during some portion 
of I ho night, the lamps are not lit.

I am directed to acknowledge (ho receipt of yuir let (or 
No. x\fnln< flittedtbe.Mil Augu4 ISO), with which yon submittal the 
Expenditure Report for 1S94-.90, oi lhe Nnmi Tai Municipality, together 
with a copy of yout review. 

2. The accounts of the Water Works and Sewerage schemes are now 
praelicdly complete. The Board lave carried out these schemes by 
the aid of a loan of about 2| lakhs, the repayment of which has 
commenced. The Water Works, though they may answer the purposes 
for which they wore originally designed, are unable adequately to 
comply with the additional demands which are now made upon them, in 
consequence of the extension of the system. The Sanitary Engineer, 
who lias had under consideration various projects for improving the nr- 
ratigcmenta for pumping and distributing inter, will he asked to expedite 
his proposals. The necessity for deiling with this question at an e.uly 
date is increased by the difficulty of procuring a sufficient supply of fuel 
for the engines. The Municipal forests are being rapidly exhausted both 
on this account, and in order to provide wood for roadside fences; and the 
Lieutenant-Governor and Chief Commissioner regrets to observe from the 
remarks in paragraph 2—XU of the report that the Committee fail (o 
appreciate their responsibility for the management of the forests, and treat 
their exhaustion as being beyond control. It Jms been necessary to irons- 
for the management of the forests to a Department that can ho relied on to 
attend to their efficient conservation, in order to prevent the denudation of 
the- hillsides, to which the Committee refer in their report as likely to 
happen at no remote date. The frequency with which fences have to be 
renewed in largely owing to the absence of any effective check on the 
pilfering iwbife of curtain classes of the population, 

8. The sanitary condition of the Settlement is briefly mentioned 
by iM Civil Surgeon in his annual report as being 'grind,Unit from a 
speck! report on the subject from the Sanitary tfommksioncr, which 
the Government has lately received, it would appear that thus (lesarip- 
tion requires very considerable qualification. I am to forward a copy 
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of the latter Rep >rfc for tlio information and guidance of tlie Committee. 
The questions of' flushing the pail depots through a separate system of 
pipes, of preventing overflow from the sewage reservoir, and of the better 
ventilation of the sewers, will be referred to the Sanitary Kngiueor; 
the ro Mug of th’ M illi Tal spring, the planting of plantains on the 
Runsi sewage farm the reilloealion o( sites for the disposal of rubbish, 
the trendling of stable litter on a better -system, (lie provision of hooks 
in the slaughter house, and the .suggested improvements to the dliohi 
gli'lN at lalii Pal and diriyaTal should at once be carried out by the 
C!< nvnit'ee, as they involve, little expenditure ; while the remaining 
roeommendations which liave been made by the Sanitary Commissioner 
should be considered and reported on. 

1 The efficient administration of the Municipality is to a great 
extent d ’pendent on financial eansiderations, and the Liouten mt-t biv -r** 
nor and Chief Commissioner desires to impress on the Committee the 
necessity of closely considering' the possibility of improving (lie income 
derived from taxation and of effecting economics wherever p usible, in 
expenditure. Funds are especially required for the improvement, of the 
sanitation of the -Settlement, for the pro vision of a better wider ,apply, 
and for the construction and maintenance of fh) protective w irks on the 
hillsides. As regards the last of those requirements, l am to pmd out 
that, though the Government has large y sulwidi/md the Committee in this 
respect, it is out of the. question that it should attempt to entirely relieve 
the Municipality of its responsibilities, The Committee should consider 
the question of raising the taxes at present levied from occupants of 
houses, which are, those on servants, homes, dogs, cows, and animals for 
slaughter, as also the tolls and the conservancy taxes, to such extent as 
may seem advisable, after comparison with the rates m force in other 
similarly situated Municipalities, it is probable that if this is done, it will 
not be nceeisary to have recourse to the other expedients (such as the 
introduction of octroi, or the levy of a visitors’ tax) which have been con¬ 
sidered as possible A measure that should at once, be taken is the impo¬ 
sition 4 oC a tax on goals, which cause more damage than any others to the 
young trees which have recently been plaidod in the settlement, 

5. Tuc expenditure on conservancy is increasing in spite of the 
fact that the distance to which the filth pails have to be carried has been 
diminished. The charges 6n this account require careful examination, as 
also do those incurred in respect of p dice, which appear unduly high. 
The Municipal Committee should institute a comparison of the year’s 
result® with the figures shown in the last Expenditure Report lor the Munici¬ 
pality of Mussoorie ; and they shotxld attentively consider the items which 
exceed the Mussooriei expenditure in proportion to the population, 

6. The cum spent on water works, sewerage, and ordinary public 
work'! should, for convenience of reference, be shown separately in distinct 
subMivihium (a, $, c) of head tlT of Form A. 

7. It Tg hoped that the expenditure on the filter buds at Kunw will 
not recur to tl;ie same extent in future yearn, Hut the new engines which 
it is proposed to construct will be a heavy charge tm the Municipality i 
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and it is well theivfbie that at Hie end nf the year underreport the Muni¬ 
cipality had a balance in hand of over J1&. i5.000 . 

8„ ll is observed that the station quarries yielded as much as five 
times the income of the previous year. It is questionable whether the 
owner of a quarry should be allowed unrestricted liberty to carry on blasting $ ^- 
operations in a locality surrounded by houses and adjoining the public road; T 
and the Committee should consider whether it would not be advisable to 
prohibit blasting at the Sulcha Tal quarry, except in the cold whether. 

d An important matter is the better administration of the munici¬ 
pal i(y by Deputy 0 immissioner of Naim Tal in his capacity of President 
ol tin; Committee It ha-, reccutly been decided that (the Assistant Com¬ 
missioner ol Naiui Tal shall bo placed in special charge of the Tarai, and as 
the prolonged absece ofjthe Deputy Oommibdonev in thefTardi and Khabar 
mil no longer be necessary, he should in future talce a more direct part in 
the management of Municipal affairs lie should regularly attend every 
meeting of the Committee, should visit Kami Tal at least once a month in 
the cold weather, and should in person, frequently inspect the conservancy 
ai rangements and the public works. The Committee has already invested 
him with the responsibility for cnrryimg out the recommendations of the 
Landslip Committee ; and he should fully understand that the efficient 
administration of the Nairn Tal Municipality is one of Ms most important 
duties, and that he will be unable in future to delegate his responsibility to 
others. 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to record his appreciation of 
the good work doup by Mr. (files during his tenure of office, as President of 
the Municipal Committee. The most noticeable events of the year have 
Wn the completion of the filter beds, and the development of the sewage 
farm at Kami—u scheme which, under good management, may turn the 
•Sewerage Works into a source of profit, as well as a sanitary advantage to the 
emnmuMly; the construction of cow,-beds outside the limits of the bazars, 
atnl the inauguration of the Ciusfch waite Hospital The Lieutenant-Cover- 
nor and Child Commissioner fully recognises that several much needed, 
improvements have, been effected, and ho, id glad to learn that suggestions 
made by the Banilary Commbsioner from time to time in minor matters 
have received attention.
